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RFMARKS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the final Office 
Action datedFebruary 8,2007. Claims 1, 3 to 8, lOto 14, 100) 101 and 103 amending in 
the application, with Claims 2. 9 and 102 having been cancelled. Claims 1,5,8, 12, 100 
.od 101 have been amended, and Claims 1. 5, 8, 12, 100 and lj)l are in independent form. 
Reconsideration and further examination are respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action, Claims 1 to 4, 6 to 11, 13^ 14, 100, 102 and 103 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) over U.S. Patent Applicatioji Publication No. 
2005/0060198 (Bayne); Claims 5 and 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) over 
Bayne in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,363,842 (Mishelevich); and Claim 101 was rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Bayne in view of Mishelevich |»nd farther in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,894,841 (Voges). Claims 2, 9 and 102 have been cancelled without prejudice 
or disclaimer of the subject matter and without conceding thejcorrectaess of their rejection. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of the remaining claims are respectfully 

requested. i 
t S and 100 ; 

Referring specifically to the claims, independent Claim 1 as amended is 
directed to a health management system for managing heatthjof each user carrying a 
portable terminal. The health management system includes | portable terminal which is 
arranged to be carried by a user and include* a display scree|, radio coimmmication means 
for accessing a predetermined radio cornrnunication network, storage means for storing 
personal information of the user, wherein the personal information includes information of 
a clinical chart and prescription of the user, an input/output [levice for supporting health 
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^ernent for the user, and an emergency notification switeh for causing the portable 
terminal to enter an emergency notification mode. The healm Management system also 
inches a database including personal information storage ^ for storing Ihe personal 
information about each user carrying the portable terrru»< medical ir^onnatioo storage 
means for storing information about a medicaj feeility, a drugstore, a medicine, and the 
input/output device, and communication mJf for communickting with the portable 
terminal through the radio corrnnunication nejwbrk. The radio communication means 
transmits part of the personal information storedin the storage means in starting to 
communicate with the database. The databas^ further included identification means for 
identifying the user of the portable terminal by collating the part of the information 
transmitted from the radio communication means with information stored in the personal 
information storage means, and emergency handling means which is activated and provides 
either communication with amedical facility whose information is stored in the medical 
information storage means or information store* in the medical information storage means, 
which is necessary for the identified user forjde portable terminal, in accordance with 
information transmitted from the radio corrin^ 0 " * e5n *' to the P°^ ble terminal 
when the portable terminal enters the emergjaicy notificationjmode. 

Independent Claim 8 as ame|d6d is directed tp a method which is seen to 
generally correspond with Claim 1. < 

Independent Claim 100 as amejlded is directcjd to a information provision 
method for providing medical information ibcbt health, * mkdical treatment or a medicine 
from a database. The method includes the |tep of receiving] from a portable terminal 
through a network, user information stored ^the portable tjrrrdnal and an emergency 
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notification for causing the portable terminal t^an emergency notification mode, 
wherei n the user information include, a clinical chart and preoption of the user. The

A feature of the invention of Claims 1,8 and DO therefore lies in that 
personal information stored in a portable terrnrnal for a user ii dudes information of a 
cUnical chart and prescription of the user. By^ of this fe *ure, a user can obtain 
appropriate medicine at a nearby pharmacy b teed on the per* nal information. 

The applied references ofBayjhe, Mishelevich and Voges are not seen to 

disclose or suggest at least the foregoing feature. 

As understood by Applicants^ Bayne discloses that automatic equipment 
installed at a patient 1 s home requests medicaj jmention from the mobile care entity, and a 
call center 1 10 responds by selecting and dispatching one or nore clinicians from its 
network. An internet capable medical devic^ 1 06 transmits t .otification to a triage

The notification can pke various fort is, such as a periodic report, 
an emergency request automatically generat^ in response to a condition such as 
dangerously low blood pressure, manually gierated em^rgdncy request such as the
